In the 1962 session of Congress, a big battle is expected 
to flare on the issue of medical care for the aged. 
Actually, the question of adequate medical aid for persons 
of all ages is still a very unsettled one. 
Few people toda.v need to be told that it can be financially 
perilous to be sick enough to require hospitalization and 
possibly surgery. 
The Health Information Foundation looked into medical 
care costs as recorded under the voluntary Blue Cross pro­ 
gram in a midwestem state in a typical year. It found therp 
were about 115 hospital admissions for every 1000 persons 
covered by the program, and that the average bill paid each 
time was $166. 
• Obviously, the more serious and more protracted the ill­ 
ness, the more likely this average figure would prove to be 
unrepresentative. 
Without some measure of health insurance, such costs 
inevitably deal a blow to individual or family budgets. And 
the various programs are having a hard time keeping finan­ 
cially abreast of the rising charges. 
In this connection, it is informative to note that data 
from the U.S. National Health Survey, a federal agency, 
show that use of hospital sendees is about one third higher 
among those with insurance ton compared with those who 
have none. 
While this is understandable enough on the surface, the 
important question is to what extent the uninsured fail to 
obtain hospital attention they badly need. 
The survey agency’s figures further indicate— not surpris­ 
ingly—that the lower a family’s income, the smaller the 
proportion of its hospital bills which will be covered by 
insurance. 
Since medical care burdens are just part of the mounting 
load weighting down the average individual in this cost­ 
ridden age, it would be rash to forecast early solution of 
•this problem.

year ahead. 
First, let's take a look at the 
genera ¡agricultural situation. No 
great changes are expected in the 
overall farm situation this year. 
Some changes are expected in in­ 
dividual 
farm 
commodities, 
>al 
these will be offsetting. The vol­ 
ume oi agricultural product ion‘and 
marketing is expected to remain 
about the same as lap year. Do­ 
mestic consumption is expected to 
be stronger since consumer income 
is expected to increase. Foreign 
demand is expected 
to continue 
strong with increased exports ex­ 
pected 
for wheat, oilseeds, and 
fruits and vegetables. Gross farm 
income is expected to rise slightly; 
however, this rise will probably be 
offset by a small increase in pro­ 
duction costs. Net farm income is 
expected to be about the same as 
it was in 1961. 
As far as land prices are con­ 
cerned, little or no gam is expect- 
e this year for several reasons. 
The rate of increase in land valt eg 
has been slowing down, and this 
decline has been more »renounced 
in neighboring states than in Mis­ 
souri. Indications are that the rate 
of urban expansion around cities 
may be slowing down.

In the 1962 session of Congress, a big battle is expected 
to flare on the issue of medical care for the aged. 
Actually, the question of adequate medical aid for persons 
of all ages is still a very unsettled one. 
Fewr people today need to be told that it can be financially 
perilous to be sick enough to require hospitalization and 
possibly surgery. 
The Health Information Foundation looked into medical 
care costs as recorded under the voluntary Blue Cross pro­ 
gram in a midwestem state in a typical year. It found there 
were about 115 hospital admissions for every 1000 persons 
covered by the program, and that the average bill paid each 
time was $166. 
• Obviously, the more serious and more protracted the ill­ 
ness, the more likely this average figure would prove to be 
unrepresentative. 
Without some measure of health insurance, such costs 
inevitably deal a blow to individual or family budgets. And 
the various programs are having a hard time keeping finan­ 
cially abreast of the rising charges. 
In this connection, it is informative to note that data 
from the U.S. National Health Survey, a federal agency, 
show’ that use of hospital sendees is about one third higher 
among those with insurance as compared wdth those who 
have none. 
While this is understandable enough on the surface, the 
important question is to what extent the uninsured fail to 
obtain hospital attention they badly need. 
The survey agency’s figures further indicate— not surpris­ 
ingly— that the lower a family’s income, the smaller the 
proportion of its hospital bills which will be covered by 
insurance. 
Since medical care burdens are just part of the mounting 
load weighting down the average individual in this cost­ 
ridden age, it would be rash to forecast early solution of 
this problem. 
There will be enough controversy in 1962, it appears, sim­ 
ply in trying to ease that part of the dilemma that involves 
the aged.

Powers also admitted that he 
had received money from Gold 
fine during his 1959 campaign for 
mayor, but the money was re­ 
ceived direct, not through the Kir­ 
by Agency. 
Powers did not want to go uito 


details on how the' money was 
used, but insisted it had all been 
spent 
on 
campaign 
expenses, 
though he said he had made no 
accounting of it. 
“He would occasionally give you 
$1,000 or $2,000,” said Powers. 
“He gave it to you. If you lost, 
it was just one of those things.” 
The money came directly from 
Goldfine. not Miss Paperman. 
“She never gave me 14 cents 
in her life.” said the Democratic 
boss of the Massachusetts Legis­ 
lature. 
Powers explained that the loser 
in

mayoralty 
race 
doesn’t have to file his campaign 
contributions and expenses. 
“There is no violation to the 
loser,” he said. 
No Dough for Hynes 
John Hynes, long-time mayor of 
Boston, was quite emphatic that 
he received no money from Gold- 
fine. 
“ He always wanted to give me 
the contribution after the election 
but never before,” Hynes told An­ 
derson. “He would meet you some 
place. He went to every affair in 
the city. He would meet you and 
offer a contribution 
to help your 
deficit. But I never wanted to get 
in that position. 
“He would send Christmas gifts 
no m atter what you told him,” 
said Hynes. 
Then he added: “ 1 never w’ould 
see Goldfine alone. I was always 
a little bit wary of seeing him in 
my office alone.” 
Featured in the 
controversial 
activities of the gift-giving Gold- 
fine was the construction of a ga­ 
rage under'Boston Commons. Ex 
Mayor Hynes said that he had 
collected a §35,000 penalty pay­ 
ment from Goldfine on behalf of 
the city for failing to finish the 
work on time. 
Dr. Charles Furcolo, father of 
the ex-governor of Massachusetts, 
a Democrat, was reported to have 
received §14,000 of Goldfine mon­ 
ey for his son. The senior Furcolo 
admitted he had received funds 
from

In the 1962 session of Congress, a big battle is expected 
to flare on the issue of medical care for the aged. 
Actually, the question of adequate medical aid for persons 
of all ages Is still a very* unsettled one. 
Few people today need to he told that it can be financially 
perilous to be sick enough to require hospitalization and 
possibly surgery. 
The Health Information Foundation looked into medical 
care costs as recorded under the voluntary* Blue Cross pro­ 
gram in a midwestern state in a typical year. It found there 
were about 115 hospital admissions for every 1000 persons 
covered by the program, and that the average bill paid each 
time was $166. 
• Obviously, the more serious and more protracted the ill­ 
ness, the more likely this average figure would prove to be 
unrepresentative. 
Without some measure of health insurance, such costs 
Inevitably deal a blow to individual or family budgets. And 
the various programs are having a hard time keeping finan­ 
cially abreast of the rising charges. 
In this connection, it is informative to note that data 
"from the U.S. National Health Survey, a federal agency. 
show* that use of hospital services is about one third higher 
among those with Insurance as compared with those who 
have none. 
While this is understandable enough on the surface, the 
important question is to what extent the uninsured fail to 
obtain hospital attention they badly need. 
The survey agency’s figures further indicate—not surpris­ 
ingly—that the lower a family’s income, the smaller the 
proportion of its hospital bills which will be covered by 
insurance. 
Since medical care burdens are just part of the mounting 
load weighting down the average individual in this cost- 
ridden age, it would be rash to forecast early solution of 
Anis problem. 
There will be enough controversy in 1962, it appears, sim­ 
ply in trying to ease that part of the dilemma that involves 
the aged.

First, let's take a look at the 
genera lagricultural situation. No 
irreal changes are expected in the 
overall farm situation this year. 
Some changes are expected in in­ 
dividual 
farm 
commodifies,

these will be offsetting. The vol­ 
ume of agricultural production‘and 
marketing is expected to remain 
about the same as la>t year. Do­ 
mestic consumption is expected to 
be stronger sin ce connu mer income 
is expected to increase. Foreign 
demand is expected to continue 
strong with increased exports ex­ 
pected lor wheat, oilseeds, and 
fruits and vegetables. Gross farm 
income is expected to rise slight!' ; 
however, this rise will probably be 
offset b'f a small increase in pro­ 
duction costs. Net farm income is 
expected to be about ihe same as 
it wa? in 15*61. 
As tar as land prices arc con­ 
cerned. little or no gain is expeet- 
e this year for several reasons. 
The rate of increase in land values 
has been slowing down, and this 
decline has been more nronounced 
in ne: Rh boring states than in Mis­ 
souri. Indications are (hat tile rate 
of urban expansion around cities 
may be slowing down. The farm 
mortgage debt is at a record high. 
The rate of return on the current 
market value of land is less attrac. 
live than some other investments. 
Hog prices during the first half 
of 1962 are expected to average 
about the same to SI OO per hun­ 
dred weight below the same per­ 
iod of 1961, The September 1961 
Pig Crop indicated about a three 
percent gain in the 1962 spring pig 
crop over the spring crop of 1981. 
Price* during the last half of 1962 
will average about |1.00 Per hun­ 
dred . weight lower than in 1961 if 
there is a three percent gain in the 
spring pig crop.

So. as you take a look at your { 
farm business with the thought in . 
mind of building a business of im­ 
portant parts, what are some of 
tho tilings you would consider? 
Most farm ers are getting more 
w-ork done than in the past. The 
total production from your farm J 
is greater than just a few years 
ago. You are also buying more of 
the items you use in operating 
your farm. 
So, with your farm production ‘ 
higher than in the past, plus handl­ 
ing more resources, it means you 
have to be a good manager to 


realize a good income from your 
investment. 
There are many families that i 
have a good management system 
on their farm. As a result, they do 1 
have a satisfactory income. As one 
studies these farms they’ have at 
least four things in common: 
Size of Business: This means j 
enough volume to pay expenses and 
still provide income for their fam 
fly living. Records kept by Mis­ 
souri farm families show that be­ 
tween 70 . 80 per cent of the re 
ceipts go to pay o r a t i n g costs. 
So. having enough volume is im­ 
portant 
(2) Making Good use of their 
cropland: A major part of their in­ 
vestment la in land. So. how they ‘ 
use the land, the kinds of crops 
grown and yields obtained have a , 
big effect on income. 
(3) Their livestock Program fits 
the kind of crops for which their 
land is best adapted. For example. I 


if their cropland is adapted to mw 
crops, then hogs or fed cattle are 
probably the main livestock enter­ 
prises. This is certainly true ut 
Mississippi County. 
<4> Machinery and Equipment ia 
used to get more work don* hi a 
shorter time. Th# cost of owning 
and operating machinery is offset 
by the amount of total farm pro­ 
duction they are able to get a o 
complished. 
You. too, may want to look at 
these same four parts of your farm 
business. As you study and think 
over your total farm production, 
yields and acres of crops, your 
livestock program, then you will 
want to ask yourself; “If I want­ 
ed to make some changes, where is 
the first place to start that wiU 
make me the most money?”
